2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
available prior art of record teaches or fairly suggest interworking units, provided 
corresponding to IP extension terminals, having a relay route establishing unit for 
establishing a relay route to the interworking unit according to a notification from a 
switchboard, and a route establishing unit for establishing a voice data packet route to a 
route between the IP extension terminals by using the relay route response to a route 
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establishment request from the IP extension terminals accommodated as recited in 
claims 1 and 3.

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nelson et al. in Patent No. 6,628,644 disclose a voice data 
communication system Fig 1 column 2 lines58-65, including a call manager 26 
(switchboard) that signals telephony devices to establish a network connection between 
themselves when the calling device transmits data to the call manager (column 3 lines 
20-25), interworking units 34 and 42, and IP extension terminals 22a,b. Berg et al. in 
Patent No. 6,680,952 disclose a telecommunications network that provides voice 
communications from an originating node 100 to a terminating node 160 over a packet- 
switching network 130 (Fig 1 column 4 lines 60-64). The network also discloses two 
gateways 110 and 150 (column 5 lines 5-7), and two terminals that can receive voice 
calls for Voice over IP (column 5 lines 27-29).
